Pentagon — Assistant Secretary of 
Defense Arthur Sy lv ester — rep ly 
today to allegations made to the sub­ 
com mittee by some news industry 
leaders that the gov ernment has lied 
to Americans in tim es of cold war 
crisis and that this has undermined 
the p eop le’s faith in what the gov ern­ 
m ent say s. 
Manning, a form er newsp ap erman, 
said that “while the American p ress 
and the American gov ernment share 
identical dev otion to the cause of 
their country and its interests, the 
two do not—cannot—alway s 
share 
identical concep ts of their functions 
or of their obligations to the p ublic.” 
“ While one seeks to serv e the 
p ublic by disclosure, the other may 
be serv ing a p ublic need—and a 
p ublic desire—by p rotecting a nation­ 
al p olicy from failure through p re­ 
m ature disclosure.” 
Manning noted that the hearing 
stem m ed from the com m ittee’s con­ 
cern about the p ublic’s right to know, 
and declared “the business of x \mcr- 
ican foreign p olicy is p ublic business.

Iii Focus on World Scene 


There has probably been more sheer balderdash about foreign 
affair* printed and spoken this >ear than in any comparable period 
since the end of World War ll. 
The subjects hav e been Cuba, disarm a m ent, the nuclear test ban. 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organization nuclear striking force, the Sino- 
Nmiet split and French President Charles de Gaulle. Nobody really 
knows from nothing about anv of these subjects. That makes it easier 
for ca rv one to speculate, and in one sense this is all to the good. 
Wide public discussion of controv ersial issues is supposed to be the 
heart and life of the democratic sy stem. So the more “ thinking" there 
is on these subjects, ev en though few people know what they ’re talking 
about, the better Informed ca rv one should he. or the more up to date, 
any way . 
But the only people who really know what's in the Cuban ea \es 
and how many Sov iet troops ha \e bren withdrawn from the island 
are the Russians, and they hav en't y et told. 
The disarmament and nuclear test ban agreements that ev ery ­ 
one was so hopeful about the end of last y ear are no nearer to signing 
than they ev er were. 
Many military “ ex perts" ha \c been wailing that NATO is falling 
apart because the European nations won t ex cept I .S. ideas on an 
international nuclear striking force. Yet Secretary of State Dean Rusk 
say s simply that the President's special ambassador, Liv ingston T. 
Merchant, is in Europe to find out what the Europeans want and will 
agree to—so that their wishes on the ideas can be met. 
After the Franco-German treaty was signed, international “ autho­ 
rities" were say ing that the United States would hav e to conduct an­ 
other agonizing reappraisal and completely reshape its foreign policy . 
Surprisingly , the foundation of America's postwar foreign policy still 
seem s to he standing v ery solidly , unchanged. United States troops will 
remain in Europe. 
The Sino-Sov iet split is still a “ my stery wrapped ii, an enigma," 
as new American citizen-to-be Winston Churchill once called Russia. 
So far. the Red powers are conducting a propaganda shouting match 
in which the outside world can only hope each destroy s the other. Rut 
the odds are that this won’t be allowed to happen in the near future, 
although war between them has bren prophesied by some guessers. 
The truest words ev er spoken about President de Gaulle are that 
nobody really knows what he thinks. He is completely unpredictable, 
as he was when France v etoed Britain’s entrance into the European 
Common Market. 
That was the blastoff pad for many alarmists who declare De 
Gaulle’s action would not only wreck the Common Market but also 
wreck the new United States trade ex pansion policy . Both seem to be 
surv iv ing, and it must be remembered that neither has been ex pected 
to function fully or effectiv ely for sev eral y ears. 
The hardest job for any statesman or policy maker in this air and 
space age is to keep both feet on the ground. 
Dean Acheson, former secretary of state, has just turned in an 
astounding performance of this ex ercise in his speech on “ Europe: 
Kaleidoscope or Clouded Cry stal,” before the Univ ersity of California 
at Berkeley . 
“ What should he our response to the ev ents of J anuary ?" Acheson 
asks. And, in condensed form he answers: “ It should be a calm re­ 
sponse . . . It should not assume, as some of the press has, that all 
is lost . . . 
“ Our present European defense policy is right . . . a multinational 
strategic nuclear force for Europe is best . . . In other directions 
there is room and need for co-operation with him (De Gaulle) in im­ 
portant work . . . it is time now . . . to get on again with building up." 
Acheson can say these things and get away with them because, 
while he is of the Kennedy administration, he is not in it. This may 
stand as one of the best jobs of putting international blur into focus 
that has been done in a long time.

bu ild ing u p a feeling o f fru stratio n 
o r resentm ent in y o u r child , d isci­ 
p line increases his sense o f secu rity . 


The limits y o u set o n y o u r child ’s 
behav io r are p artly to p ro tect him 
fro m p erso nal inju ry and p artly to 
p rev ent him fro m beco ming a so cial 
o u tcast. As he gro ws o ld er the lim ita­ 
tio ns set o n his behav io r mu st be 
bro ad ened to giv e him a greater 
sense o f resp o nsibility . 


In sho rt, he mu st be tau ght to re ­ 
sp ect au tho rity ex ercised firmly and 
lo v ingly . Witho u t su ch au tho rity y o u r 
child will feel lo st, u nsu re o f himself, 
and u nable to co p e with situ atio ns 
that sho u ld be within his limited 
ability . 


When 
it becomes necessary to 
punish an infant, punishment should 
be prompt so that y our child will 
uninistakcnly associate the punish­ 
ment with the misdeed. It should 
nev er be administered with a show 
of anger. You are punishing the 
misconduct, not the child, and he 
must be made to realize that y our 
lov e for him is in no way dimin­ 
ished. 


Once the p u nishment is giv en, the 
incid ent sho u ld be co nsid ered clo sed . 
Fo r the to d d ler o f 2 o r 3, a sharp 
bu t firm “No ” and an u nmistakably 
d isap p ro v ing lo o k sho u ld take care 
o f mast mino r infractio ns. 
When y o u r child is 4 o r 5, y o u can 
begin to ex p lain the reaso ns behind 
y o u r 
d iscip linary 
ru les. 
Bu t 
y o u 
sho u ld av o id d ragging this o u t into 
a p ro lo nged d iscu ssio n, becau se y o u r 
child may u se this as a means o f 
d emand ing mo re than his fair share 
o f y o u r attentio n, o r o f d iv erting the 
d iscu ssio n away fro m the essential 
p o int. 
As so o n 
as he can u nd erstand 
what is being d o ne and why , with­ 
ho ld ing p riv ileges, sco ld ing, o r send ­ 
ing him to his ro o m sho u ld rep lace 
all fo rms o f co rp o ral p u nishment. 
So me p arents are afraid to imp o se 
d iscip linary measu res fo r fear o f 
harming the emo tio nal d ev elo p ment 
o f a child . 
This id ea has d o ne a gro at d eal o f 
harm. There is no thing mo re fru s­ 
trating to a child o r mo re d amaging 
to his emo tio nal gro wth than fo r him 
to be co mp letely u nd iscip lined . It is 
ju st as erro neo u s fo r a p arent to be 
ai raid that d iscip line will cau se a 
breach in her clo se relatio nship with 
her child . If there is genu ine mu tu al 
lo v e, d iscip line ad m inistered fairly 
and firmly can o nly strengthen it. 
Go o d d iscip line canno t lie achiev ed 
by o ne p arent alo ne. Any d ifferences 
in attitu d e to ward d iscip line mu st be 
reso lv ed by the father and mo ther 
well o u t o f earsho t o f the child ren, 
so that they may p resent a u nited 
fro nt. 
Fu rtherm o re, there sho u ld be no 
p assing the bu ck fro m o ne p arent 
to the o ther. Sarcasm and rid icu le 
are no t p ro p er means o f d iscip line. 
Yo u r child will immed iately reco g­ 
nize in su ch metho d s that y o u are 
taking an u nfair ad v antage o f him.

President Kennedy and Secretary 
of Ag riculture Orv ille L. Freeman 
hav e proposed a v oluntary prog ram 
for reducing milk production after 
abandoning last y ear's push for man­ 
datory controls. 


The administration proposes that 
dairy farmers v oluntarily reduce milk 
production. They would be compen­ 
sated. In addition, the present 75 
per cent price support lev el for 
daily products would be reduced to 
possibly 6 5 per cent of parity . 


Quie said the cost of supporting 
dairy products during the 19 6 2 calen­ 
dar y ear ex ceeded $500 million, but 
would be less for the marketing y ear 
ending April I.

farmers could reject the certificate 
plan in the hopes that the Cong ress 
will pass a wheat plan similar to 
that which we hav e enjoy ed for feed 
g rains for the last three y ears.” 


Quie said, it is likely the federal 
cost will be reduced under present 
law to about $300 million. 


Quie said that during each of the 
last eig ht months milk production 
has been less than in the correspond­ 
ing prev ious months. He said dairy 
farmers themselv es are holding down 
production. 


He said the ex pectation that the 
dairy industry will work out its own 
problem is the big g est reason that 
Cong ress is not likely to pass new 
leg islation.
